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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
1/13/2011 has been entered. Claims 1,5,6,9,12,13,18,19,22,23,26,27,30,38,39,42-44 
and 47 remain pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,5,6,9,12,13,18,19,22,23,26,27,30,38,39,42-44 and 47 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. The closest prior art of record includes: 

a. Oscar (2001 /003721 6) teaches a pharmacy benefits management method 
and apparatus. 

b. Surwit (6,980,958) teaches an apparatus and methods for monitoring and 
modifying anticoagulation therapy of remotely located patients. 
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5. However, the closest prior art of record does not teach determining by a 
processor of the computer a patient copayment for a plurality of medication treatment 
therapies based in part on patient attribute information for a particular patient. Patient 
attribute information includes age, sex, weight, current medications, other patient 
diseases, surgery, allergies, lab findings and social history. The user is thereby 
incentivized to choose a therapy based on the cost-effectiveness of the of a medication 
particularized to a patient's attributes.
